It is the fact 
that dollar parity for the pound 
means a return of Great Britain 
to the gold basis. Without the gold 
basis there can be no certainty in 
long-time business dealings. Trade

world currencies on a gold basis 


this uncertainty and this risk are 
automatically eliminated.

Field Marshall Lord Grenfell. 


Field Marshall Lord Grenfell 
died last month at Windlesham, 
Surrey, aged 84. Previous to beiag 
raised to the peerage in 1902 he 
was known at Sir Thomas Wallace 
Grenfell. Joining the 60th Rifles 
in 1859, he took part in the Kaffir 
War of 1878 and in the Zulu War 
of 1879, bein mentioned in des- 
patches on three occasions and pro- 
moted sucsessively Brevet Major 
and Brevet Lieutenant Colonel. He 
was Assistant Adjutant General, 
South Africa, 1881 and 1882, In 
the latter vear he was engaged in 
the Egyptian Campaign, serving 
on the Staff of Lord Wolseley. He 
took par tin the battle of Tel el 
Kebir, being mentioned in des- 
patches and appoimted Aide de 
Camp to Queen Victoria. During 
the Sudan Expeditions of 1884 and 
1889 he was employed on the lines 
of communication, and later was 
engaged in the action of Giniss, 
when he commanded a Division. 
He also commanded the forces en- 
gaged at the actions of Gamaizah 
and Toski, His services were men- 
tioned on four oceasions, and he 
was promoted Major General and 
awarded the C. B. and the K.C.B.

Under General Gwatkin, in the 
hour of need, it developed into a 


fighting body of half a million 
men. To his genius in mobiliza- 


tion in no small degree was due 
the feat of organizing that great 
camp at Valeartier and the des- 
patching of that first great Cana- 
dian Armada, of almost 33,000 
in the autumn of 1914. He 
retired from active service at Ot- 
tawa in the spring of 1922. 

General Gwatkin was created 
Companion of the Bath in 1916, 
Companion of St. Michael and St. 
George in 1918, ‘and Knight 
Commander of St. Michael and St. 
George in 1920. He was also a 
Grand Officer of the Order of St. 
Sava; a Commander of the Legion 
of Honor of France: a Commander 
of the Crown of Belgium, and an 
Honorary Doctor of Laws of the 
University of Toronto.
